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This decision is in response to the "APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. §§1. 705(b)," filed July 1, 2005. This 
petition is being treated as timely filed under 37 CFR 1.705(d). 

The request for reconsideration of patent term adjustment 
("PTA") under 37 CFR 1.705(d) is GRANTED . 

The instant application issued as U.S. Pat. No. 6,891,032 on May 
10, 2005 with a PTA of 0 days. The instant application for PTA 
was timely filed July 1, 2005. Applicants argue that the 
application should have been accorded a PTA of 169 days on the 
grounds that the submission of two miscellaneous letters 
(applicants' statements of the substance of interviews) did not 
constitute a failure by applicants to engage in reasonable 
efforts to conclude prosecution. 

A review of the application history reveals that an adjustment 
of 207 days under 37 CFR 1.702(a) (1) was attributed to the 
Office. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.703(a)(1), the adjustment 
began April 26, 2003, the day after the date that is 14 months 
from the date upon which the application was filed, and ended 
November 18, 2003, the date the non-final Office action was 
mailed. 

A further adjustment of 36 days in accordance with 37 CFR 
1.702(a)(2) was attributed to the Office. The adjustment began 
June 24, 2004, the day after the date that is four months after 
the date a response to the non-final Office action was filed, 
and ended July 29, 2004, the date the Notice of Allowance was 
mailed. 

A further adjustment of 70 days in accordance with 37 CFR 
1.702(a)(4) was attributed to the Office. The adjustment began 
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March 2, 2005, the day after the date that is four months after 
the date that the issue fee payment was received, and ended May 
10, 2005, the date of issuance of the patent. 

Thus, at the time of issuance, an adjustment of 313 days could 
be attributed to the Office. 

The adjustment of 313 days is reduced five days in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.704(b). The adjustment began March 19, 2003, the 
day after the date that is three months after the date of 
mailing of non-final Office action, and ended February 23, 2004, 
the date a response was received. 

The adjustment of 313 days is further reduced 136 days in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.704(c)(8). The reduction began February 
24, 2004, the date after the date the response to the non-final 
Office action was received, and ended July 8, 2004, the date of 
submission of the supplemental reply (an IDS) . 

The adjustment of 313 days is further reduced three days in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.704(b). The adjustment began October 
30, 2004, the date after the date that is three months after the 
date the Notice of Allowance was mailed, and ended November 1, 
2004, the date of submission of issue fee payment. 

The miscellaneous incoming letters submitted August 20, 2004 and 
March 2, 2005 were errantly deemed submissions within the 
meaning of 37 CFR 1.704(c) (10) which resulted in a reduction 
totaling 190 days. Applicants' statements on the substance of 
the interview summaries, which were invited by the examiner, are 
not deemed a failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude 
prosecution or processing within the meaning of 37 CFR 1.704. 
Accordingly, these submissions should have been processed 
so that they were included as part of an interview summary or 
examiner's amendment and not a separate paper for PALM to flag 
in the patent term adjustment calculation. 

Accordingly, the patent is entitled to an adjustment of 169 
days, as argued by patentees. 

The required application fee of $200.00 has been charged to 
applicants' deposit account as authorized.
